sion, ‘Thoso who comprehend tho bearing of 
American xction on foreign opinion never des 
paired during our darkest days, boing well assured) 
that without European ald the rebels) couldl/not 
succeed, that such ald conld not bs bad without 
fe Southrons fist becoming abolitionists, and 
that either they would ‘become abolitionists too 
Tato crnotatall.

Again aud again hed 
the country beeo disappointed, upon making 
calealations os to the results of movements 
that had been wndertaken quite as suspiciously us 
Uhatwhich Gen. Grint ineogurated lust. week. 
A fallure to take Richmoud tas ;ime would only 
Rave lengthened tho war, without having saved 
tho rebels; Dut tho effect of failure might ‘hayo 
Deen financially disastrous, and it had long been 
evident that {fapother turn had been taken ad: 
Yersely to cur paper currency, the most esriows 
embarrasements wus have followed. From such 
evil the success of Gen. Grants operations has 
eayed the country, His army, carrying ont his 
Plans, has delivered a blow at the rebellion of the 
most crusbipg natore, a blow from the ciféct of 
which the rebels have even less hope of being abls 
to retrieve their affairs than Napoleon had of ris- 
ing supetior to his Waterloo defeat Hohad tho 
‘ghestofachance, while noteyen'a ghost conde 
cords to haunt the halls of Sesession. ‘Tha robels 
aro Beaten fo earth, and where they havo fallen 
there they must lie. To thom rerurrection fa ms 
imposalblo ay It fs to tho beasts that perish. 

It jsmot that Richmond is in Steel a place of 
much importance, Ithaslittls value, elther as a 
polltical capital or as a military stronghold. The 
fall of Wilmington was, militarily speaking, ten 
times moro disastrous to the South than tho fall of 
Richmond conld be made. Bat circumstances had 
given to Richmond a moral value such as no elty 
has held aince Paris in 1814 and 1819, All our 
attempts {o tako that town had) filled, and most 
of hem had failed as disgracefally ox disastrously; 
and throogkout the world tho rebel capital wat 
placed in the brief Met of cities that are not to be 
conquered, Lee's lines wero to every felleral com- 
mander what Wellington's lines at Torres Vedras 
hisdl been to Massena. Tho power of tho Fronch 
Empire ought to have snificed to drive Wellington 
out of Portogal, and to take the mperial eagles in(o 
Lisbon—but it did not, Tho power of tho 
American Union ought to bayo suillced to drive 
Leo out of Virginia, nnd to tako tho stars and 
siripes into Richmond,—bntit didnot. MeDowoll, 
McCldian, Burnside, Hocker, and Mesdo all fatled 
fo make any Impression on Les and on Richmond, 
most of them failing signally in thelr attemprs, 
while Washington was oftco, apparently, in more 
danger than the ‘eat of robel government. Tho 
consequence was that Richmond cyery where ac- 
quired a character for impregnability that was of 
inestimable sexyico to the Confederato cause; and 
abroad ifwas essumed that the Southern Csnfed- 
eracy could nst be conquered so long as Rich- 
motd should not fall into our hands, and that into 
onr hands {t meyer would fill, AU this was well for 
the rebels so long as they could manage (o rumain 

Richmond, but the fall of that place was sure to 
{inJaro them in precise proportion to its previous rop- 
aatution for invincibility. If thoy should be driven 


in defiance for almost eleven months, it would fol- 
Jow that they wore exhausted, and that they had no 
Tonger any claim upon the considerntion either of 
Americans or foreigners, The former would be at 
Perfect liberty to regard them as banditti should 
they continue to resist after their capital’s con- 
quest, and the latter would be bound not to rogard 
them as belligerents. Their capital hes‘fallen. The 
tnlden city hes been taken, Its character en 
‘ances the morits of the victors, and increases the 


magnitude of their success. The Southern Con- 
federacy was disposed of on the 8a of April, 1805, 
When the head ef the federal column entered that 
town, As that column was composed of colored 
men, tho fall of the Confederacy becomes tho more 
marked and conspicuous because of thls oyidenco 
Of some of its former slaves having taken « deci- 
sivo partin bringing it about. Slaves havo helped 
to overthrow slayeholders, and to abolish slavery, — 
and have made men of themselves by thelr action. 
‘What number of men Lee took with him from 
Richmond wehave no means of knowing, but wo 
do not believe that thay exceed 25,000. Tho 
strength of the rebela has always been grouly 
exeggerated,—by thomselres, for tho purpose of 
alarming us, which was a legitimate ond; by ws, 
for the purpore ef accounting for our otherwisa 
unaccountable failures. Will Leo continue tho 
fight? Fors short timo be may,—and for n very 
short time, too, As for that long monntainous 
Warfare which Mfr. Davis is supposed to contom- 
plate—twenty yeam is the time named,—it never 
will be so much ns attempted. ‘That kind of war- 
faroit is always difficult to carry on, and it would 
bo found simply impossible to wave It in this 
country ia thls age. The instances of tho kind 
that are quoted belong tou very different state of 
society from that hich now, exist oti likely
